JOHN  KORENCIC . . .  Central,  1927 
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John  was  truly  an  athlete  from  the  "old  school."  He  participated  in  every 
sport  old  Euclid  Central  had  to  offer  and  was  an  outstanding  performer  in  each. 

In  football,  John  led  Central  to  an  undefeated  season  in  his  senior  year.  He 
was  an  outstanding  running  back  who  made  All-Conference  and  Greater 
Cleveland  All-Scholastic. 

John  also  made  All-Conference  and  All-Scholastic  in  basketball.  In  his 
senior  year,  John  was  captain  of  the  football,  basketball  and  baseball  teams. 

John  attended  Purdue  University,  was  a  standout  on  his  freshman  team 
and  was  team  captain.  He  also  became  a  major-general  in  the  Purdue  ROTC 
program. 

John  later  played  on  the  semipro  Kiwanis  Club  team  which  was  called  prob- 
ably the  best  football  team  then  playing  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  Playing  on  this 
same  team  were  Euclid  Hall  of  Fame  members  Len  Sadosky,  Joe  Sintic  and 
Mike  Marsh. 

John  Korencic  accomplished  all  of  this  despite  the  fact  that  he  had  one 
eye,  having  lost  his  left  eye  in  a  childhood  accident. 


FRED  MCLEAN . . .  Shore,  1948 


Fred  was  an  outstanding  three-sport  athlete  at  Shore.  He  was  a  football 
center  for  four  years  under  Walt  Schwegler,  wrestled  for  Clarence  Eckart  for 
four  years  and  was  a  pole  vaulter  under  Coach  Ford  Case  for  four  seasons. 

Fred  was  captain  of  the  wrestling  squad  and  won  a  State  Championship 
in  1948.  He  made  All-Conference  in  football  and  placed  2nd  in  the  District  Track 
Meet. 

Fred  enjoyed  a  successful  wrestling  career  at  Ohio  State  University.  He  was 
a  team  captain,  placed  2nd  in  the  NCAA  Tournament,  won  2nd  place  honors 
for  two  years  in  the  Big  Ten  and  was  voted  Most  Valuable  Wrestler  in  the 
1951-52  season. 

Fred  served  three  years  in  the  Army  Air  Force  as  a  pilot.  He  then  sold  con- 
struction equipment.  He  is  presently  vice-president  of  his  own  company  in 
Columbus,  Ohio. 


MARY  HILL  CZYZYCKI . . .  Shore,  1949 


'  'Target"  Hill  was  probably  the  finest  female  athlete  who  ever  attended  old 
Shore  High  School.  She  was  a  fine  performer  in  field  hockey,  basketball  and 
track.  In  1948,  "Target"  was  captain  of  the  field  hockey  team  and  made  the 
All-Cleveland  team. 

She  was  chosen  to  the  Cleveland  AAU  basketball  All-Star  team  in  1949.  In 
1951,  she  was  ladies  club  champion  in  golf  at  Madison  Country  Club. 

At  Beaver  College,  "Target"  earned  11  varsity  letters  in  field  hockey, 
basketball,  lacrosse  and  golf.  She  made  the  All-Philadelphia,  All-College  field 
hockey  teams  for  two  years  and  played  in  three  national  tournaments.  As  a 
lacrosse  player,  she  made  All-Philadelphia  in  1952  and  1953  and  All-American 
in  1953. 

Mary  "Target"  Hill  married  Ed  Czyzycki  and  raised  a  family  of  five  children. 
She  is  presently  a  retired  physical  education  teacher. 


PAUL  SERRA . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1956 


Paul  was  one  of  the  finest  baseball  players  who  ever  played  in  Euclid.  He 
is  a  product  of  the  extensive  baseball  program  in  Euclid  and  the  Greater 
Cleveland  area. 

As  a  first  baseman  under  Hall-of-Fame  Coach  Neal  Nelson,  Paul  was  a 
team  captain,  made  All-Conference,  Greater  Cleveland  All-Scholastic  and  All- 
Ohio.  In  his  senior  year,  Paul  led  the  team  in  hits,  RBI'sand  batting  average. 
In  the  field,  he  did  not  commit  a  single  error  all  season. 

At  Kent  State  University  Paul  was  a  three-year  starter.  In  his  senior  year,  he 
captained  the  team,  made  All-Conference  and  received  the  Best  Defense 
Award. 

Paul  signed  a  professional  contract  with  the  New  York  Mets  and  played  in 
the  farm  system  for  two  years.  He  batted  .313  in  1962. 

Paul  Serra  has  been  a  teacher  and  coach  in  the  Euclid  system  for  30  years. 
His  baseball  teams  have  a  record  of  400  wins  and  106  losses  and  have  won 
numerous  championships,  including  one  high  school  state  championship 
in  1982. 


DENNIS  DONAHUE . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1959 


Dennis  was  an  outstanding  track  man  and  a  State  Champion.  At  Euclid 
High,  he  was  a  football  halfback  under  Coach  Don  Mohr  and  a  three-year  track 
dashman  under  Coach  Dale  Thompson. 

In  his  senior  year,  Dennis  was  the  State  440  champion  and  runner-up  in 
the  100  and  200-yard  dashes.  He  was  high  point  man  in  that  State  Meet. 

Dennis  set  a  Euclid  Relays  100-yard  dash  record  of  9.7  and  also  set  the  in- 
door 50-yard  dash  record  at  the  1959  Knights  of  Columbus  Meet  at  the  old 
Cleveland  Arena. 

Dennis  attended  Bowling  Green  State  University  where  he  set  the  college 
100-yard  record  as  a  freshman. 

Dennis  is  married,  has  three  children  and  works  as  a  Manager  of  Parking 
Facilities  for  the  City  of  Cleveland. 


DAN  DEBEVC . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1977 


Dan  won  many  honors  in  high  school  as  an  outstanding  tailback  in  football 
and  as  a  multi-event  man  in  indoor  and  outdoor  track.  In  football  under  Coach 
Ron  Seymour,  Dan  set  a  single  season  rushing  mark  of  1 ,225  yards,  was  sec- 
ond in  points  scored,  made  Cleveland  Press  and  Plain  Dealer  Player  of  the 
week  and  was  named  All-Conference  and  Cleveland  Area  All-Scholastic. 

As  a  trackman  under  Coach  Bob  Ramlow,  he  was  ranked  in  the  top  10  — 
in  six  events  —  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Dan  attended  Miami  University  where  he  played  football. 

Dan  Debevc  is  married  and  is  currently  working  as  an  industrial  technology 
salesman.  He  enjoys  reading  and  is  an  ardent  sportsman  in  fishing,  camping, 
gardening  and  swimming. 


CLIFF  KIRCHNER . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1978 


Cliff  was  a  fine  basketball  player  and  was  a  starter  for  three  years  under 
Coach  Doc  Daugherty.  He  was  a  team  captain  in  1977  and  1978,  made  All- 
Conference  in  those  years,  was  MVP  and  was  named  Male  Athlete  of  the  Year 
by  the  FOPA  in  1978.  He  capped  off  his  career  by  making  the  Greater  Cleveland 
All-Scholastic  team  and  earning  All-Ohio  honors. 

Cliff  also  won  two  varsity  letters  in  track,  running  for  Coach  Bob  Ramlow. 

In  1983,  Cliff  graduated  from  Ohio  State  University  where  he  played  var- 
sity basketball. 

Cliff  now  resides  in  Newark,  Ohio,  with  his  wife  and  three  children.  He  works 
as  a  customer  service  representative  for  a  direct  mail  company. 


BOB  ADDIS . . .  Coach 
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After  and  outstanding  high  school  career  in  which  he  earned  12  letters  in 
basketball,  baseball  and  track,  Bob  signed  a  professional  contract  with  the 
New  York  Yankees.  His  baseball  career  was  interrupted  by  2V2  years  in  the  U.S. 
Marines  with  service  in  Guam  and  China. 

Bob  enrolled  at  Kent  State  University  and  resumed  his  baseball  career 
when  he  returned  home. 

He  played  professional  ball  for  10  years.  His  career  included  years  with  the 
Boston  Braves,  Chicago  Cubs  and  Pittsburgh  Pirates.  He  graduated  from  Kent 
with  both  a  B.S.  and  Master's  Degree  in  education. 

Bob  came  to  Euclid  High  in  1959.  He  coached  the  baseball  team  for  17 
years  with  a  record  of  402  wins  and  114  losses.  He  won  the  state  champion- 
ship in  1963,  was  a  state  semifinalist  in  1960  and  won  12  league 
championships. 

Bob  is  a  member  of  the  State  Baseball,  State  Athletic  Directors,  Barberton 
High  School  and  Summit  County  Halls  of  Fame. 

Bob  Addis  is  in  his  27th  year  as  Athletic  Director  for  the  Euclid  City  Schools. 


JOHNTELICH,JR.  ...Honorary 


John  is  a  graduate  of  Euclid  Senior  High,  Class  of  1971 .  He  was  a  football 
lineman  under  Coach  Chet  Rojeck  before  choosing  communications  as  a 
career  when  he  went  to  college. 

After  graduating  from  Ashland  College  in  1975,  John  entered  the  sports 
reporting  field  and  has  been  broadcasting  for  20  years.  He  has  been  a  sports 
journalist,  producer-anchor  and  reporter  at  WJW-TV  8  since  1980.  John  is  a 
five-time  Emmy  winner  and  his  show  was  voted  Top  Sports  Reporting  for  four 
years.

C.  Honorary: 

An  honorary  nominee  must  have  made  a  significant  impact  on  the 
Euclid  High  Schools  sports  programs  and  would  not  otherwise 
qualify  as  an  athlete  or  as  a  coach  or  athletic  administrator. 


D.  Criteria 

1.  Varsity  level  of  competition  (including  Girls  Athletic  Club  and 
Girls  Athletic  Association) 

2.  Leadership 

3.  Impact  on  athletic  program 

4.  All  Scholastic 

5.  All  Ohio  or  State  champion 

6.  State  or  National  record  holder 

7.  All-Star  teams 

8.  School  record  holder,  etc. 

9.  Postgraduate  image 

10.  Outstanding  postgraduate  sports  achievements
